The great glut of copper which failed to market 
itself through ordinary channels of normal consump- 
tion has, besides destroying the market 
ecules for the metal, occasioned a systematic 

reduction of the output to figures that 


The 
~ er are not only far below the normal but are 
pressing the extremé minimum of possibility. Many 
millions of pounds of the metal are said to have been 
pledged as security for loans in European money cen- 
ters and it is hoped that by minimizing the American 
output to work off the surplus and permit the cor- 
sumptive demand to bring about a restvration of a 
normal, safe and sane market price for the metal at 
about 16 cents. As an example of what is being done in 
the way of reduction of the American output, it is 
statistically reported that the Great Falls and Washoe 
smelters of the Amalgamated Copper Co. will show 
in their November reports a production not to exceed 
8,000,000 pounds of copper or a rate of 96,000,000 
pounds per year, as against a yearly rate of produc- 
tion of 275,000,000 pounds per year shown in that 
portion of 1907 preceding the reduction of the output. 
Or in other words, the restriction of copper output in 
the Butte district shows a reduction of 66 2-3 per cent 
below the normal. Former Senator W. A. Clark is 
reported to have recently said: “The total reduction 
in copper output is so large that six months ought to 
see the surplus eliminated. When that is done I ex- 
pect to see copper go back to 16 cents a pound, and 
that is enough. At that figure consumption is possible 
on a large scale, and, while it will not permit ail the 
mines to resume on the old basis, it will still furnish 
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employment for a large proportion of the men who 
have been thrown out of employment by the recent 
slump.” 








One needs but to follow the figures that are pre- 
sented by unquestioned authorities to learn of the 
wonderful stability and activity of the 
nation’s resources and its boundless 
wealth, to refute the theory of calamity- 
howlers as to the real condition of our 
commercial, industrial and transporting affairs. The 
internal commerce reports to the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor for Oc- 
tober, 1907, show heavy movements in the coal and 
gtain trade, the anthracite coal shipments exceeding, 
for the first time in the history of the trade, the six- 
million-ton mark for the month. Lake traffic, as meas- 
ured by the volume of shipments from the various 
lake ports—11,826,000 net tons—was larger than for 
any month during the season except August, and ex- 
ceeded by 28 per cent the October, 1906, total. The 
number of cars handled during the month by 38 re- 
porting car associations, 3,595,790, was over 7 per cent 
larger than the number handled in October, 1906, 
although even the larger car supply did not prevent 
accumulation and delay of traffic at important centers. 
The inability of the railways to move all the traffic 
offered is best illustrated by the decision of certain 
trunk lines to discontinue temporarily the making of 
contracts with Western shippers for the transporta- 
tion of grain from the lakes to the Atlantic seaboard. 


The estimated coke production at Connellsville, in-

cluding the lowest district, for the forty-three weeks 


of the year, 17,762,903 net tons, shows an increase 
of almost 9 per cent over the corresponding 1906 fig- 
ures of 16,334,417 net tons. Although the record for 
the last week in October discloses an increase in the 
number of idle ovens, as well as a curtailment of pro- 
duction, the average output for the month is far in 
excess of the weekly average for the year of 413,091 
net tons. 

Production of anthracite and coke pig iron, for the 
month, 2,336,972 gross tons, was larger than during 
any month of the year, though a curtailment of pro- 
duction is stated to have been started during the latter 
half of the month. The monthly production figures 
are about 7 per cent larger than the October, 1906, 
figures—all the important districts, with the exception 
of Pittsburg, Mahoning Valley, and Schuylkill Valley 
districts, showing substantial increases. Figures for 
the ten months of the year, 22,253,083 gross tons, are 
about 8 per cent larger than the corresponding 1906 
figures—the increase being especially marked in the 
case of the works located in the central West. 

Anthracite coal shipments from the Eastern pro- 
ducing territory for October, for the first time in the 
history of the industry, exceed the six-million-ton 
mark, the figures. for the month, 6,015,851, being 12 
per cent and 15 per cent in excess of the corresponding 
1906 and 1905 monthly shipments. Figures for the 
ten months of the year, 55,661,467 gross tons, are over 
10 million tons larger than the corresponding 1906 
figures and about Io per cent in excess of the 1905 
season shipments. 
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Reports from seven leading Eastern coal roads, in- 
cluding the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads, state the amount of coal and coke trans- 
ported for the month as 12,411,469 tons, compared 
with 10,801,417 tons carried during October, 1906— 
the Pennsylvania lines east of Pittsburg and Erie 
showing an increase in traffic of almost 900,000 tons 
for October, 1907, as compared with the October, 1906, 
total. The figures for the ten months of the year, 
117,029,045 tons, are about 14 per cent larger than 
the corresponding 1906 total—the Pennsylvania lines 
alone showing an increase of over 8 million tons for 
the period in question. 








The indications now are that the.continuation of the 


vigorous and systematic educational campaign by and 
in behalf of the retail merchants of the 
The country will defeat in Congress the 
fg parcels post measure that Postmaster 
General George von L.: Meyer is endeav- 
oring to force upon the merchants of the country 
wholly in opposition to their wishes and open pro- 
tests. In its earliest form, the form in which it was 
originally presented, the parcels post proposition was 
objectionable and the weakness of its standing in the 
face of accumulating disfavor was quite clearly dis- 
closed by the recession of its sponsor from his 
original position as related to the measure in its initial 
form in an endeavor to appease the enemies of 
the proposition by a peculiarly treacherous and in- 
equitable shift that veered directly into the rankest 
sort of class legislation that might or might not stand 
the test of constitutional law by incorporating an 
amending clause which provides for a still further re- 
duction of postal rates upon parcels deliverable within 
the rural free delivery districts of their origin. It 
was a bold move but not sufficiently inviting to claim 
the interest of the opposing merchants and others ar- 
rayed against the scheme in this or any other guise 
and thus it fell flat and unprofitable. 

While there is to an extent a self-preservative in- 
terest in the position of the merchants of the country 
in their attitude of opposition to the parcels post meas- 
ure their is a genuine measure of patriotism to sustain 
them, as is instanced in the already deficit-burdened 
condition of our general postoffice department, and in 
the inevitable clogging of the mails to the serious 
detriment of all other classes of postal matter. It may 
and possibly does appear to these opposing merchants 
that when the postoffice department is self-supporting 
it will be time enough to juggle with experiments that 
bid fair to disorganize and transform the postal serv- 
ice into an express or freight service that would work 
hardship and injury to a million merchants for the 
benefit of a dozen. Really the merchants of the 
United States have a voice in this matter, and as has 
been made clearly apparent they are not at all back- 
ward in using that voice as is instanced in a meeting 
of the board of trustees of the Spokane Chamber of 
Commerce and the Spokane Merchants Association, 
on November 25, at which, speaking in behalf of the 
Inland Empire of the Pacific Northwest, the following 
resolution was adopted without a dissenting vote: 


“We believe that the method of basing an argu- 





ment favoring parcels post on a comparison of re- 
sults in Germany, France, Belgium, or any other of 
the twenty-two countries mentioned as having a par- 
cels post exceeding four pounds, with this country of 
immense distances is both pernicious and misleading 
in this: That as the distance of transportation is 
doubled and quadrupled it adds vastly to the cost’ of 
the system, and will thereby excessively increase the 
government’s financial burden and unwisely add to 
an already heavy postoffice department deficit. 


“We believe that to reduce the present merchandise 
rate from 16 cents to 12 cents a pound, and to in- 
crease the package from 4 to 11 pounds, would be to 
practically change the present over-burdened mail 
service with merchandise to a regular freight trans- 
portation system, which would be entirely foreign to 
the main object of the organization of the postoffice 
department of our government and irreparably crip- 
ple and delay the rapid transmission of regular mail 
matter. 

“Relative to the argument that larger parcels can be 
mailed to a foreign country at less rate than the four- 
pound package can be mailed to points within this 
country, we have but this to say: 


“It is readily understood that this condition is the 
result of postal treaties with foreign countries and 
that its application does not affect the mass of the 
people but our foreign population, consequently we 
are not opposed to our government giving to our for- 
eign contingent this advantage in parcels post as it is 
in line with other inducements to foreign immigrants 
to settle in this country and thus aid in its develop- 
ment. 

“We believe that the parcels post system, as advo- 
cated by the postmaster general, will also eventually 
be most injurious to the rapid transmission of regular 
mail matter and open a door for large mail order 
houses in central cities to consolidate orders and ship 
by freight to towns having a number of rural routes, 
and so distribute from them, at an immense saving 
over the regular 16 cents a pound rate, and thereby 
practically annihilate the business of all merchants in 
interior towns. 


“We do not believe that it is a function of govern- 
ment to enter into a general distribution of merchan- 
dise under any circumstances; but much more do we 
object when it is at a heavy loss to our already over- 
burdened and deficit-facing postoffice department. 


“We do not believe that the people of the large 
cities, nor of the small interior towns or the rural! 
communities will be in favor of the government adopt- 
ing a plan, which will, in any way, cripple or retard 
the growth of the smaller cities in our country, but 
gradually lowering the value of all farm lands in their 
immediate vicinity when they become thoroughly con 
versant with these facts. We, therefore, recommend 
the adoption of the following resolutions: 


“Resolved, That in the interest of our common 
country, we are unalterably opposed to the reduction 
of the present merchandise rate from 16 cents to 12 
cents a pound, and that we are most emphatically op- 
posed to the parcel post system as advocated by the 
postmaster general of the United States.”

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THE REGAL PEORIA. 








The Regal Peoria base burner, offered by the Cul- 
ter & Proctor Stove Company of Peoria, IIl., is one 
of the strictly high grade modern stove construc- 
tions of the season. It is of what is known as the 





Regal Peoria. 


Royal type with a swelled and upper in curved mica 
front with front and side reflector dome. A feature 
of the construction of the “Regal” Peoria is in its 
base flue ventiduct arrangement, which provides for 
large up and down flues at the back corners and large 
ventiduct flue standing directly between them at the 
middle of the back plate. 

The arrangement of the base provides for a single 
wide flue with a rounded inner sweep which permits 
a free circulation of the heat products from the down 
flue to the up flue in a manner that completely heats 
all the plates that make up the base section, includ-

ing the long and high radiating plate of the inlet to 
the ventiduct. 

This base construction, it will be recognized, is a 
most excellent one and is of the highest modern type. 
The Regal Peoria is not only wholly modern in its 
working design and in its construction, but is also a 
highly ornamental example of stove architecture. It 
provides a very large field of mica illumination and 

‘a great deal of a superior order of cast iron work. 
Its nickel ornamentation, all of which is of tasteful 
design includes a very rich and artistically modeled 
dome cap and swing cover, winged front with griffin 
head ornamentation, a front shelf name plate, large 
and elaborate foot rests, full front ash pit door panel, 
large screw register and solidly nickeled ornamental 
base. : 

The Regal Peoria is a clean and good example of 
modern heating stove making.

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WONDERFUL LIGHTNING 


Demonstrations of Its Remarkable Force and Actions— 
& Origin of the Lightning Stroke—Numerous Reports of 
Curious Freaks of Lightning—Protection From 
Lightning—Beneficial Results of 
Lightning Strokes.

In this age of rapid development in all branches of 
electrical science, and the wide distribution of news, 
facts, and discoveries through the daily press and trade 
journals, the general public are kept well informed 
of the progress and advancement made in the elec- 
trical field, especially as regards electricity generated 
through mechanical and chemical agencies. It is, how- 
ever, remarkable to note the comparative ignorance of 
the general public on the subject of atmospheric elec- 


tricity, its origin, its wonderful force, power and ac- 


tions, and the proper means of protection. 

There is no force in nature that offers a more invit- 
ing and interesting field for study than natural or 
atmospheric electricity. At the present time many 
eminent scientists are giving this branch of electric 
science close and careful study, in the hope of con- 
trolling and storing natural electricity and utilizing it 
to the benefit of mankind. 

During calm weather there ascends from the earth 
an invisible stream of vapor into the upper atmos- 
phere which carries with it a considerable supply of 
positive electricity. Each particle of vapor that is 
ascending carries upward its charge of electricity. 
When this invisible vapor has reached the higher 
atmosphere, the conditions existing there condense it 
into a mist. The numerous particles of vapor floating 
in the air are drawn together and the greater the num- 
ber of these globules, the greater is the quantity of 
electricity that is stored, as each little globule carries 
its own charge of electricity. The globules float in 
the air, each one separate and distinct, and each one is 
surrounded by air, which acts as an insulator and con- 
fines the electric force in each globule. Each globule 
acts as a center of electric energy on its own account. 
It is the grouping or massing of these floating globules 
in the upper regions that forms the clouds. 

A cloud is not charged with electricity in all its por- 
tions to the same extent. A cloud is not charged only 
on its outer surface, but throughout its entire extent, 
and quite frequently the greater portion of the elec- 
trical force stored in the cloud is in the center rather 
than in the outer edges of the cloud. This will explain 
how electricity or lightning is stored in the clouds. 
The free electricity which was carried up into the at- 
mosphere with the vapor is at first quite evenly dis- 
tributed through the-cloud, but as the electrical charge 
becomes more intense, a powerful repellent force is 
established between the globules of the cloud and a 
very high degree of tension is produced on the outer 
and lower surface of the cloud, where it is enveloped 
by the air, 

A cloud in this condition, being carried by the wind 
over the surface of the earth, acts inductively upon 
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the earth below. The nearer the cloud is to the earth, 
the more intense is the electric energy, and this tension 
and expansive energy continues to increase until at last 
it overcomes the resistance of the insulating air and 
breaks through-it. It is the escape of this charge of 
electricity that appears to us as the brilliant flash called 
the lightning flash. 

Just before the flash leaves the cloud, the inductive 
action of the cloud upon the earth below has marked 
out its path from the cloud to the earth. Each globule, 
each atom, each minute particle of matter existing in 
the air upon which the inductive action of the cloud 
acted, prepared itself for the passage of the lightning 
flash. The path taken by the lightning flash is termed 
the line of least resistance. 


DREADED BY HUMAN BEINGS. 


Lightning demonstrates to us its power through the 
lightning flash or stroke, and a close study of these 
manifestations gives us much valuable information, 
enables us to estimate its power and compels us to note 
its destructiveness. The dread and fear of lightning 
seems to be an almost universal inheritance of man- 
kind. The general atmospheric conditions prevailing 
during thunderstorms affect the nerve forces in our 
physical organizations, this being particularly true in 
the case of nervous and delicate women. Many of 
such persons become hysterical, their entire nerve force 
seems to have left them The electficity in the atmos- 
phere exerts an influence over them which renders 
them irresponsible for what they may do. 

Thus on June 4, 1891, at Cincinnati, O., Mrs. Anna 
Mayhoff, aged 71 years, became so frightened at an 
electrical storm that prevailed, that she strangled her- 
self. 

On June 16, 1891, at Congerville, Ill., a French- 
man named Nooney Brant was crazed by fear of light- 
ning. He attacked and almost strangled his brother 
before the latter could be rescued. He then became 
quite violent. Seizing a barb wire fence, he tore the 
wire from the posts and savagely bit the latter. 

On May 22, 1893, at Rochester, Minn., during a 
very severe storm Mrs. Mary Osmond, aged 70, died 
from a nervous shock and prostration caused by her 
great fear of the storm. 

On June 16, 1894, at St. Louis, Mo., Mrs. A. J. 
Hanna was frightened to death in her home, No. 3015 
North Market street, by the violence of the storm 
which raged furiously at that time. She had always 
been afraid of storms, and grew much excited and very 
nervous whenever they approached. She was alone in 
the house at the time.

The printers who put newspaper advertisements into 
type have much to do with their effectiveness and 
drawing quality. Many splendidly written advertise- 
ments become worthless at the hands of unappreciating 
printers and occasionally a really poor one is bright- 
‘ened and made a winner by a bright compositor. The 
printer rarely interprets the advertiser’s ideas cor- 
rectly, so it is well for the buyer of space to arrange 
and select the type in accordance with his own notions. 
It is a good study for any merchant and one which 
prevents many disappointments. 

The advertisement of the Green Furniture and Un- 
dertaking Co. of Centralia, Illinois, is a reasonably 
good stove advertisement, although it would seem to 
us that it would have been improved if a short talk 
about the Howard Oak Stove had been given in con- 
nection therewith. People who notice an illustration 
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The advertisement of the Gas Company is a wholly 
original one and is so far away from the ordinary 
methods of newspaper advertising as to attract instant 
attention. The fact that it is open and sketchy in its 
character helps it, and thin rule around the space 
makes the advertisement much more shapely than it 
would have been without it. The rough print lettering 
is interesting. The horse talk is right to the point, and 
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in an advertisement like to know something about the 
article it represents, and this could easily have been 
accomplished in the same amount of space if the name 
of the stove had been thrown into one fairly strong 
line and the story told beneath it. The opening of the 
advertisement is clever and entirely proper as relates 
to its text, but we think it would have been more ef- 
fective if the top line had read “These Cool Days,” for 
which there would have been plenty of room even in 
the large type of the top line by notching the electro- 
type slightly. The text of the ad is thoroughly good. 
It is a reminder of the coming cold weather. It calls 
direct attention to the fact that the company has the 
agency of the Howard Overdraft Heater and other 
heaters as well, and calls attention to the other 
branches of the company’s business. A typographical 
error hurts any advertisement, as it indicates careless- 
ness that many readers are not inclined to tolerate. 
Such an error occurs in this advertisement in the word 
RE ” This advertisement occupied 4% 
inches, double column, in the Centralia Evening Senti- 
c/ of Centralia, Tl. 


all that the Gas Company has had to say in its invita- 
tion to buyers is briefly and cleverly told. This adver- 
tisement occupied three and one-quarter inches, double 
column, in the Twice-a-Week Republican of Geneva, 
Illinois, so evidently it is the advertisement of the Ge- 
neva Gas Company. 


The advertisement of Wm. H. Hooper & Co. is of 
the announcement variety. It tells no real story about 
any one particular feature or departmént of the firm's 
business, but merely states that new Fall goods are ar- 
riving daily that the firm has a big stock at right prices 
and offers to save money to buyers. The advertise- 
ment is of the handbill variety, and, as to keeping 
fairly well to the text in the matter of serial selection 
of the type, the compositor has been reasonably con- 
sistent, but the main line of the whole card, namely, 
“Stove Department,” has a wrong font letter which 
hurts the line very much. It would have been much 
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better to have used some other type for this line than 
to have made it up in this way. The rule work is very 
good and well applied, and there is evidence of an ef- 
fort to make a good advertisement of it, but the work 
has been much too scattered and no one thing has been 
given particular prominence. This advertisement oc- 
cupied 18 inches of space—6 inches three columns—in 
the Cambridge Herald of Cambridge, Md.

But this is wrong; the heat is 
sent to the radiators at the expense of the hot air 
system, and care should be taken not to rob the hot 
air generator too much.”

In reply to Sam Sloan Mr. Falkenhainer writes as 
follows: 

“In reply to the criticism of our Combination sys- 
tem, submitted to you for publication recently, will 
say that there are many conditions to be taken into 
consideration and our statement made will in most 
cases hold good. There may be some furnaces that 
with the addition of water coils will add to their 
effectiveness, but the idea I wished to convey was that 
a furnace of say 20,000 feet rating placed in a house 
of about that size will not take care of two or three 
radiators besides, and it is always good policy to fig- 
ure for a combination system a size of furnace large 
enough to heat it as a hot air job. A very simple ex- 
periment in this respect can be made by taking a range 
that has done a baking with a certain amount of fuel 
and adding a range boiler with hot water front. It 
will take just a little more fuel to do the same amount

To this a correspondent took exception as per the 
following extract: 

“Mr. Falkenhainer, the party that favored you with 
the plans, makes a statement, which I think is wrong, 
when he says “The heat is sent to the radiators at the 
expense of the hot air system.’ This is only partly 
true. A large part of the work done by a Combina- 
tion, when properly installed, is not at the expense of 
the hot air system; but a properly constructed water 
heater when placed in a furnace will so deflect heat 
to the sides of the furnace, that the hot air capacity 
of the furnace is greatly increased thereby, instead of 
being diminished. We also think that the plans would 
have been much improved, at a reduced cost, by run- 
ning the supply and-return water pipes on a direct line

of work. Regarding the pipe runs will say that the 
pipes can of course be run straight to the radiators 
same as hot air runs, but in this particular case we 
had a limited cellar to work in and placed them the 
most convenient way. It is, of course, an axiom in 
hot water heating that the fewer elbows and bends the 
better the circulation.”

WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER SHOULD 
KNOW. 

















BY H, E, OSBORNE. 
No. 23. 
Box Gutter. 

I psed to dread a job of box gutter. It seemed’ to be 
a hard matter for me to put it in properly, and not 
spend too much time on the job. 

For the benefit of others who may be troubled in 
the same manner, I will describe my present method. 
And, by the way, I rather like the work. 

We will suppose we have a box gutter job which is 
to finish over the edge of crown mould with a bead, 
which is a common style of finish at the present time. 

Make up the bead in 28-inch lengths (or in 20-inch 
if you have only a 20-inch beader in the shop), and of 
sufficient width to cover the flat or slightly sloped sur- 
face between the gutter and outer edge of cornice, and 
a %-inch allowance to turn up to lock the edge of 
gutter to. For instance, if the deck strip is 234 inches, 
and you have a 30-inch beader which turns a %-inch 
bead, cut the tin in 5-inch strips, and cut in with the 
snips % of an inch deep in each end of each piece, 2 
inches from one edge, as shown at A, Fig. 1. Notch 
the other two corners, being careful to take off corner 
enough to allow for a 4-inch fold across the end and 
along the side also. 

Next fold both ends the same as for valley, i. e., in 
opposite directions, one up and one down, turning 
clear down so as to lock them together, and fold the 
edge C D up square, ora little more. Then straighten 
out the 2 inches of end folds which was previously cut, 
as shown by dotted lines B A at each end of cut Y in 
Fig. 1. Hammer these ends down pretty flat with the

mallet, so they will slip into the beader readily. Then 
bead the edge B B, turning’the bead on the side oppo- 
site to the bend of edge C D. 

An end section of the finished piece is shown in Fig. 
2, which clearly shows the bead turned down, the op- 
posite edge turned up, and the up fold of one end, 
but does not show the down fold of the other end. 

Get out enough of these pieces to cover the deck 
strip, and enough valley (14-inch is wide enough for

most ordinary gutters) being careful that it is well 
soldered. 
Put on the bead first, by putting one in place, then 
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slip the bead of the next over that, and pushing the: 
together far enough to let the fold A C catch over th. 
fold A D, and then pulling back till they lock togethe: 
Nail close to the fold C D, so the heads will be coy 
ered when it is hammered down, and put an occasiona 
slim nail through the bead into the edge of crow: 
mould as shown at A in Fig. 3. 
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Fig. 3. 


When the bead is all in place, measure from bottom 
of gutter at B to a point about 4 inch above the turned 
up edge at C, Fig. 3. Take this measure at the low 
point of gutter, and again at the high point, and trans- 
fer these measurements to the edge of the strip of 
valley, and bend up with tongs or straight edge and 
mallet. Then measure the width of gutter B to D, at 
both ends, as the width often varies as well as the 
depth, and bend square up. 

Next set the tin into the gutter and get into it with 
one knee, or one foot, to hold it down, and start the 
edge C over with tongs or plyers, and hammer it down 
to an angle, and then clinch it tight with cleating tongs 
or plyers, and finish down flat with the mallet. 

Then, still keeping the weight in the gutter, bend 
the back at E down onto the roof boards, and put in 
an occasional nail if the roof is to be shingled, but if 
it is to be tinned, turn up the back edge at F and blind 
nail, thus leaving it ready to lock the roofing on. 

This same method of bead finish may also be used 
without gutter, if so desired. I have often put on 
porch roofs with this kind of finish. Using, however, 
full sheets instead of the narrow strips. 

Slit each end of the sheets, and, after folding the 
two ends and one side, straighten out the narrow part 
of the end folds, just as described, and turn the bead 
the same as shown on the narrow strips. 


In connection with the box gutter it might be well to 
mention my way of making the ends. Tinners diffe: 
in their manner of doing things, and I do not claim 
to have the only right way. But I niention these mat- 
ters, hoping to help some workman who has met with 
the same difficulties that have hindered me so many) 
times. 

I usually cut the tin enough longer than the gutter 
to equal the greatest depth of both ends, and a little 
to spare. Then slash straight in at the ends, at each 
bend, B, D and E, about as far as the height of D F 
Bend CB and DE in towards each other, and the 
bottom, BD, up. Trim off the surplus tin and solder 
the edges well. 

An end may be cut to fit and soldered in, but in mos' 
cases this is no advantage, and takes much longer 
And in these days of competition, time is quite a 
object, and the workman who can do things quick! 
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and well, stands a better show than the one who does 
them ever so well, but works slowly.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


The condition of the hardware trade is much the 
same as last week. There is an active movement 
of holiday and winter goods and an apparent decrease 
in pessimism and conservatism expressed in the trade 
and matters are steadily resuming a normal condition. 
There is little complaint of scarcity of money and col- 
lections are reported excellent. In the interior west 
optimism prevails as to the future and as a rule 
throughout the western country there seems no dis- 
position to permit hardware stock in retailers’ hands to 
shrink or become incomplete. Buying progresses 
steadily and although strong in aggregates the indi- 
vidual shipments to retail merchants are small and 
frequent. That there is plenty of money in circula- 
tion is evidenced by the fact that for months past re- 
tail hardware dealers are nearer to doing a cash busi- 
ness than has been known in many years. Even con- 
servative hardware manufacturers are expecting a 
wonderful revival of business immediately following 
the completion of the January inventories. Prices re- 
main firm and substantially unchanged in all hardware 
departments and a feeling of confidence prevails. 

Wire nails are slightly easier but this may be largely 
attributable to the curtailment of building that has 
been induced by inclement weather for outside work 
and for building operations generally. Quotations are 
$2.23 car lots to jobbers and $2.28 car lots to retailers. 
Less than cars 5 cents advance. Cut nails are quoted: 
Iron cut, cars to jobbers $2.38; cars to retailers $2.43. 
Steel cut, jobbers car lots $2.28; retailers car lots $2.33. 
Barb wire is quoted at, painted car lots to jobbers 
$2.38; to retailers $2.43. Galvanized, jobbers car lots 
$2.68; retailers, car lots $2.73. Bright staples, car 
lots $2.35; galvanized $2.65. In smooth fence wire 
prices are unchanged at $2.08; cars to jobbers and 
$2.15 cars to retailers f. o. b. Chicago. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate market continues quiet, and business 
in progress is not of large proportions, and is much 
smaller than is usual for this season of the year. Pres- 
ent quotations are $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh, with 
$3.85 still quoted by the independent mills. Prices 
f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s gd. Arrivals of 
tin plate for the week ending Nov. 30 were 11,357 
boxes at New York, and 351 boxes at Philadelphia. 
Stocks of tin plate in Swansea on Nov. 21 were 126,- 
825 boxes, against 139,013 at the same time a year 
ago we quote.

COPPER. 


Prices were again cut in the New York copper mar- 
ket during the week. The reduction was thought 
to be an actual reflection of the local conditions than 
the effect of the weakness in the London situation. 
There is still a paucity of business, and only small 
lots are being taken around 13'%c, but it is reported 
that an offer of 13c for a good-sized block of the 
metal would have easily bought, in some quarters. 
The London market is slowly sagging under the 
tremendous weight of the American shipments to 
Europe, and dealers as a rule are very pessimistic 
over the outlook. Prices on the New York 
Metal Exchange were again reduced Yc all around 
to 13%@13%c for lake, 13@13%c for electrolytic 
and 123%,@13c for casting copper during the week. 

The London market weakened again.on Tuesday, 
best selected being off 10s to £64 10s, while in the 
warrant market, standard spot was down 12s 6d to 
£60 2s 6d, and futures dropped 1os to £61 5s. Trad- 
ing was light, being only 200 tons of spot and 400 
tons of futures. 

Exports from New York and Baltimore were 3,01! 
tons, or 13,128 tons since the beginning of the month. 
Arrivals at this port were 205 tons copper and 25 
tons matte.

The market for aluminum continues steady, with a 
fair amount of business noted. The situation con- 
tinues to present a seasonable appearance, with quota- 
tions firmly held by leading producers. No. 1 ingots 
for remelting are offered at 40@42c per pound in ton 
lots, and No. 2 ingots at 38@4oc in car lots for 
go per cent pure. 


IRON BARS. 

Business in iron bars continues confined to small 
lots for immediate shipment. Consumers are only 
taking immediate requirements. Prices are maintained 
at 1.76@1.81¢c tidewater. In Pittsburgh there is a 
good business in small lots for prompt shipment, and 
prices are firm at 1.60@1.65c. 


COKE. 


There has been an easier tone to the coke mar- 
ket recently. With the prospect of decreased iron 
production next year and the shutting down of the 
blast furnaces in nearly all sections of the country, 
contracting has been greatly curtailed. “~The ovens 
are being Shut down in many cases, and other pro- 
duction is being restricted to five days a week. Prices 
are about on the basis of $2.75@2.90 for good grades 
of 72-hour Connellsville foundry for spot shipment, 
but contract coal is from 25c to 50c higher, while 
furnace is about on the basis of $1.75@1.80 for 
prompt shipment, and about $1.90@2.25 for contract 
coke. 


‘PIG IRON. 


There is apparent a better feeling in pig iron circles 
that comes with a considerable restoration of confi- 
dence and a better money supply. The New York 
Commercial of Dec. 11 has information of a readjust- 
ment of pig iron prices on a basis of an equalization 
of the markets for northern and southern irons along 
the lines of relative prices to costs and indicates a wide 
variation in costs as between the two sections and a 
probable effort upon the part of southern furnaces 
to gain more of the country’s trade on a basis of 
competition that will give the south material ad- 
vantage. There is little doing in iron and the wonder 
is how manufacturing melters can continue their 
operations with so little iron as appears to be in sight 
in small melters’ yards. A very large proportion of 
the iron furnace capacity of the country is out of 
blast and the proportion is steadily increasing. Con- 

erable inquiry is reported for large tonnages lead- 

into next year’s datings and altogether there is 
improved tone to the market. We quote as fol-

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report : 

Improvement is noted in various branches connected with 
the iron and steel trade, although of a slight and hesitating 
nature. It is believed there will be gradual betterment with- 
out any setback unless something unusual should again come 
up unexpectedly. Inquiry is some better, and while there is 
no improvement in prices more sales have been made. A con- 
siderable proportion of the inquiry lately in evidence has de- 
veloped recently to have been for purposes of information. 
As the business done has been largely for spot delivery and 
in small tonnage, it is practically impossible to give a market 
figure as result of actual sales. 

Curtailment of production continues, and in spite of 
much cutting down in the consumption lines it will undoubt- 
edly be but a short time, at the present rate, when produc- 
tion will be even less than the demands made upon furnaces 
by manufacturers. Indications how point to possibility that 
1907 production may even fall short of 1906, whereas in Octo- 
ber iron was being put out in the United States at the rate of 
28,000,000 tons a year. 

Furnace operators are of a unit in determining not to sell 
pig iron below the actual cost of manufacture, and all of this 
tends to steady industrial balances. 

The coke business has been slight. There is a free offer- 
ing of fuel and prices are easy. Production does not seem 
to be improving and plants at all points are running on small- 
est possible operating basis. 








Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: There certainly is a more cheerful tone in the trade 
this week than has been the case recently. The absolute 
Stagnation which has been prevailing in the matter of buying 
and selling has-ceased and today there is a considerable in- 
quiry and there has been some little purchasing. The pur- 
chasing has not been in any proportion at all to the demand, 
as for every thousand tons of iron asked for only about one 
hundred has been bought, but the demand in itself is signifi- 
cant. It shows that consumers are approaching the time when 
they will have to buy, and even if the inquiries which they 
are now sending out are in many cases merely requests for 
information, yet back of them is the stern business necessity 
which means that iron must be purchased or the plants will 
be compelled to shut down. 

It is a very remarkable fact that this time when prices 
have declined there are no stocks of iron on hand. In other 
years great declines in price have been gradual and furnaces 
and consumers alike have gradually accumulated large quan- 
tities of iron in their yards, but on this occasion the slump 
came so suddenly and the necessity for retrenchment was so 
immediate that the furnaces did not stop to argue the matter. 
They simply made up enough iron to ship out the orders on 
their books and quit. So when demand springs up again 
there will be no large stock of iron in furnace yards to keep 
prices down or to retard the resumption of furnace activity. 
This is cne of the most promising things we have found in 
the situation, and the more this feature of the case is studied 
the more encouraging does it appear. 

Of course the iron business is not a law to itself. Its 
fate is inextricably combined with the ups and downs of 
general business, and the iron situation will not clear up until 
the money situation clears. But when money is normal once 
again the iron trade will be in fine shape for quick recovery.
